AMERICA'S BATTLE FLEET IS HONORED BY THE NATION 


(From The Literary Digest) 


The hour for the Church to act as 


a "mediator and interpreter" has 
come. Alarm-signals are sent out 
in many church organs calling atten- 
tion to a war that seems to. them to 
bo kindling beneath the embers of 
the war just past, and one that holds 
a more fatal calamity for the human 
family than the one whose ravages 
•we are now counting up. But the 
new war will acknowledge no geo- 
graphical boundaries; it will be be- 
tween class and class—the workers 
and the employers. Russia, 'Austria, 
and Germany 'have furnished their 
examples; Sweden, Norway, and Hol- 
land have not been without portents. 
Even this country has heard some 
mutterings. The Church must know 
her clear duty, points out Mr. Willi- 
am E. Ellis in the Boston Transcript. 
"She muat steady the thinking of the 
agitated and clarify the vision of 
the class-conscious at both ends of 
the social scale." He plainly tells 
the preachers of our l&nd that the 
theme for their pulpits now is "the 
relation of individual regeneration 
to social reformation." 
[If leader- 


ship is alert in the churches, we shall 
see, so he predicts, that "the domi- 
nant theme for many months to 
come in all religious conventions and 
conferences and in the church press 
will be the social message of Chris- 
tianity to the present time," for the 
rise of Bolshevism abroad is porten- 
tous with challenge 
to 'American 


Christianity: 


"Suddenly aware of the gravity of 


this issue which is dividing entire 
nations and overturning old systems 
and dynasties, American 
churches 


are beginning: .to perceive that .its 
importance outranks all questions of 
reorganization and money-raising for 
the coming days. If this 
nation 


must grapple with the stupendous 
social challenge, that has arrested 
and engrossed the attention of Eu- 
rope, then the churches" are 'interest- 
ed above all.other agencies-of or- 
ganized life for social questions are 
within their distinctive sphere.' We 
may expect in. the ._pulpits of the 
country a wide-spread discussion of 
Europe's.'revolutions and of the:sijj:- 
nifiearice of the. wave of radicalism. 


"'Certainly :the churches should be 


sympathetic -with every movement 
tending toward social progress, the 
amelioration of the 
masses, 
the 


righting of wrongs, and the emanci- 
pation of all men everywhere from 
bondage of mind or spirit or estate. 
Often the contrary attitude is charg- 
ed against the churches. A hack- 
neyed story lias it that a group of 
workingmen hissed the mention of 
the Church and cheered the name'of 
Jesus. . Eadicals 
constantly claim 


that the Church ..is the defender and 
proponent of 'the. privileged classes, 
the hireling -of 'aristocracy and 'big 
business.' 
. 
' . 


"Whatever occasion, there may 


have • been for .this indictment, it 
simply is not.'true as respects the 
church 6B a whole, and in her spirit 
:md doctrine and membership. While 
the awakening of the Church to her 
social mission has been recent, it 
has been rapid. Hundreds of books 
upon the social conception of Chris- 
tianity have been issued within a de- 
cade.' That whatever'affects human 
life concerns the Church has now be- 
come almost 'axiomatic in religions 
circles. There are no more ardent 
or clear-eyed exponents of the new 
era of. brotherhood, democracy, and 
justice tihan ministers of the Gospel, 
who are heralds of the Kingdom of 
God on Earth. 
, 


"Nevertheless the churches will be 


found opposed,to Bolshevism ..because, 
of the essential nature of the latter. 
... It is more than a revolt against 
social inequalitie's and injustices; it 
is avowedly a class propaganda .of 
hatred, 
If, repudiates all law and 


authority, .human' and divine, and 
frankly seeks the subjugation and> 
extinction, when convenient, of all 
persons who do not belong to the- 
proletariat. It knows no right ex- 
cept the assured right of the toiler 
to rule." 


Now. that Bolshevism Is challeng- 


ing .the Western world, tJhe churches 
most give themselves to self-exam- 
ination. . Mr. Ellis' continues: 
"Eor if the sincere and brotherly 


teachings of Jesus and'of the New 
Testament have been practised, there 
can be no need for the inauguration 
of, another social order? Has the 
•Church'been true to her doctrine? 
Or has she, as James.point out in 
his Epistle, shown special conaider- 


ation to ,the man in goodly raiment 
and of high estate? 
__ 


"No fair-minded 
observer 
can 


claim that the churches of America 
are subordinated to what the Social- 
ists calls 'the interests' and 'plutoc- 
racy.' Equally, Chough, no 
fair- 


minded observer'can deny that many 
individual churches, especially 
in 


cities, and most denominations, show 
especial consideration to the wealthy 
and socially prominent. 
'Leading 


laymen' is fairly a synonym for a 
man of wealth. _ A-man. does not 
need to display piety, brains or ac- 
tivity in order to be .listed, as a 'lead- 
•ing layman'; a' large bank account 
which is reasonably 
accessible to 


Church causes, and an occasional 
attendance upon Church services, are 
enough to enroll, a man in the cate- 
gory of eminence. Did anybody ev- 
er hear of a poor man, though a 
saint, a scholar, anrl.a devoted Cliris.- 
tian worker, becoming a 
'lending 


layman' 7 


"This condition proves the vulner- 


ability of the Church. To this ex- 
tent she is a class organization. And 
in so far as she has neglected to 
champion the cause of the opprest, 
the neglected, the weal;, and the suf- 
fering, she has opened herself to the 
shafts of the radical's criticism; and 
what'is more important; to the con- 
demnations of her Lord." 
.. The" organs of the 
Methodist 


Church, particularly in the Middle 
West, show an apprehension of com- 
ing struggles. """It is an unfinished 
war," declares The Western Chris- 
tian Advocate (Cincinnati): 


"The cessation of the clash of 


arms today means only the shift of 
the base of operation.. There is no 
light except as we see it in the 
soldier of democracy and 
in

Church becoming a radical force, 
preaching and insisting upon the ap- 
plication of Christ's principles of 
justice to all, ministry to the weak, 
and privileges to none."

The Christian Work (New York) 
warns, the Church of the changes 
the future has in store. It is stated

•ten by Dr. Washington Gladden be- 
fore his death.

"This is certainly all wrong; it is

it is that such religion as we have 
been.familiar with does little,to mit- 
igate or restrain the antagonisms of 
nations, but rather aggravates them. 


"Is not the conclusion irresistible 


that-the kind ' of' religion'we have 
been most familiar with—the kind 
of Christianity, in fact, which we 
have been expected to believe in— 
has been a very defective sort, utter- 
ly failing to fulfill the functions for 
which it was designed 1 For surely, 
if we know anything about the na- 
ture and purpose .of trne religion 
it ia designed to promote 
unity 


among men; to draw them together, 
to fill them with the spirit of har- 
mony and .cooperation. The disinte- 
grating forces' are always at work— 
the forces that divide and antago- 
nize individuals and communities and 
nations; and it the office of religion 
to hold in check these discordant 
and oppugnant elements, and 
to 


bring them into unity. Instead of 
being a disintegrating force, 
its 


function is the very opposite; it is 
the spirit of coherence, of agree- 
ment, of construction."

.The department of state ia closing 


a very busy calendar year. 
There 


has been a large increase in the voL 
nine of business, and the financial 
receipts of the office have 
been 


doubled. 


During the year just closing, the 


department has received and dis- 
patched more than 700,000 pieces of 
mail, an average above 2,000 pieces 
perday. This includes over 205,000 
letters with checks and money or- 
ders for motor vehicle licenses, and 
the mailing of an equal number of 
licenses and motor plates. The cor- 
poration division mail comes next, 
with approximately oo,000 inclos- 
ures sent and received. 


'Growth Is Large. 


The growth in the motor vehicle 


division during the year.kept pace 
with the annual progress in the few 
previous years so far as increase 
in number of vehicles was concerned, 
but the amount of license money in- 
creased in far greater 
proportion 


because of the advance in the fees 
provided by the legislature'of 1917. 
For the 'calendar year 1917, the 


total receipts for motor vehicle li- 
censes were 
$861,283, 
of which 


$822,655 was from automobiles and 
motor trucks', $61,858 from motor- 
cycles and $21,670 from 
dealers, 


The number of 
automobiles 
and 


tracks licensed was 164,531; motor- 
cycles, 8,479, and dealers, 2.167. . 


For 1918, the total receipts have 


been $2,074;152, of which $1,894,360 
was 
r&ceived 
from 
automobiles, 


$113,340 from trucks. $28.952 from 
motorcycles, and $37,500 from deal- 
ers. The total number of automo- 
biles licensed in 1D18 -was 189,436; 
motor trucks, 6,817; .motorcycles,' 
7,238, and dealers, 1,500. 


All moneys received from motor 


vehicles, except the actual expense 
Cor plates, postage and administra- 
tion, are spent upon the highways 
of the state. 
. 


Law Is Enforced. 


One other feature of the work of 


the automobile division was the first 
attempt made by the department to 
enforce the payment of license fees 
by. means of traveling inspectors. 
Two inspectors were placed in the 
field for four months at a cost of 
less than $2,000, while the results of 
their work brought in about $27.000. 
Some of these funds came 
from 


parties who 
were unintentionally 


violating the law because of ignor- 
ance of its provisions, but in many 
cases license fees were secured from 
parties who were intentionally at- 
tempting to operate cars without li- 
censes. The inspectors met with the 
very cordial cooperation of the sher- 
iffs and local police officials over the 
state, and also that of many deal- 
ers and individuals. 


The corporation division granted 


charters to" 945 domestic corpora- 
tions during the year, and granted 
163 licenies to forejgn corporations. 
Domestic corporations 
filed 
671 


amendments. 
Sixteen foreign cor- 


porations withdrew from the state 
and dissolutions were filed by 380 
corporations. 
The total number of 


domestic corporations in the' state is 
approximately 15,000, and the num- 
ber of foreign corporations author- 
ized to do business in Wisconsin is 
approximately 2,000.

that is deeply delightful the gener- 
ous welcome which you have accord- 
ed me, and back of it I know there 
lies' the same sort of feeling for the 
great' people whom I have the privi- 
lege of representing. 
"There is a feeling of cordiality, 


fraternity and friendship between 
the two great nations, and as I have 
gone from place to place and been 
made everywhere to feel the pulse of 
sympathy that is now beating be- 
tween ns, I have been led to some 
very serious thoughts as to what the 
basis of it all is. 


Defines Friendship 


"For I think you will agree with 


me that friendship is not a mere 
sentiment.

Similarly, friendship is b^sed not 
merely upon affection, but upon com- 
mon service.
